Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 1-8, 10-25, and 27-35 remains rejected 
in view of Mazzagatte and further in view of DeBry. In the last office Final rejection, the Examiner notes that Mazzagatte does indeed 
uses asymmetric (public/private key) algorithm (Mazzagatte-col.2, lines 61-65 and col. 8, lines 15-17) but brings in DeBry to bring forth 
more obviousness of using a public key for encryption purposes. Furhter DeBry does not only use symmetric algorithms but uses 
assymetric algorithm where encrypting with the public key and decrypting with the private key (DeBry-col.8, lines 60-63). Both prior arts 
has the option to use either symmetric or asymmetric algorithms and that DeBry even mentions the public key cryptography is known in 
the art and have been used because these algorithms are secure and safeguards the contents from uauthorized parties (DeBry-col.2, 
lines 10-63). By bringing forth Mazzagatte and DeBry teaching the use of either symmetric or asymmetric algorithms merely indicates 
that applicant's public key for encryption and private key for decryption does not contain any distinction of a patentable invention for 
safeguarding transmission of contents. Applicant's encryption/decryption process is known as the asymmetric algorithm and is taught by 
Mazzagatte and DeBry.
